The report of Senator Pepper 
ap- 


parently paves the way for an early 
adjustment of the affair and a settle- 
ment and then this plant will be avail- 
able for manufacturing purposes. 


About a year and a half ago one of 


the largest automobile tire manufac- 
turing companies was anxious to take 
over this big plant for immediate oper- 
ation for the manufacture of cord 
fabric, but since that time this com- 
pany has opened a large plant else- 
where.

; Senator Pepper, at the request of 
Senators Moses and Heyes of New 
Hampshire, Albert B. Lasker, former 
chairman of the Shipping Board, and 
officers of both corporations, acted as 
informal referee in the dispute and of- 
fered his suggestions after long study 
of the claims presented by both sides.

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Covenant Uncertainties Continue 


All through the long discussion over the League of Nations 


and the question whether the United States should accept 
thereto, it was contended by opponents of the League that 
Ihe provisions of the covenant were so open to diverse con- 
struction that it would be impossible to determine just what 
the members were binding themselves to do. This was denied 
by proponents of the League. They asserted that if the United 
States should become a member of the League it would not 
forfeit its right to manage its own domestic affairs entirely free 
from League supervision. 


Recent proceedings before the Council of the League of Na- 


tions show that critics of the covenant were right. There has 
been published in British papers the detailed language of cer- 
tain inquiries that were recently propounded by the League 
Councils. These questions have not heretofore been published 
in the United States. The most important of these questions 
read as follows: First, whether the League is competent in a 
case where one party says that the dispute is likely to lead< to 
war and the other denies it. Second: Whether the League is 
incompetent in cases where it is claimed that the questions at 
issue'are purely domestic matters. 


These questions were submitted by the League Council to 


the International Court for interpretation. Members of the 
court were unwilling to settle these '-questions and upon 
the statement that they were too vague to be juridical it was 
asserted that the question should be answered by the council 
itself. 


On the face of the record as thus presented, the League 


council indicates a doubt whether it has jurisdiction in such 
cases, but since it is the natural inclination of every govern- 
ing power to assume more rather than less power than is 
specifically given, it is certain that ultimately the council will 
resolve the doubt in favor of its jurisdiction. 


^When this subject was up for discussion during the pen- 


dency of the treaty before the senate, there were several sub- 
jects which most Americans deemed to be purely domestic but 
which the League might very easily construe to be of such a 
nature as to justify its intervention. One of these is the mat- 
ter of immigration, particularly of Japanese immigration 
where it is charged that the United States discriminates against 
Japanese as compared with the citizens of other countries. An- 
other was that of the tariff which, although in our view a pure- 
ly domestic question, naturally affects every nation whose 
products are required to pay an import duty for the privilege 
of finding a market within our borders. The Monroe Doctrine 
wasanother question which we were not willing to leave to 
adjudication by the League of Nations but which the League 
might very easily assert jurisdiction over, notwithstanding a 
somewhat vague reservation inserted in the League covenant 
and represented as eliminating the Monroe Doctrine from the 


• possible jurisdiction of the League. 


Since four years after the framing of the League covenant 


and after the League has been in operation for many months 
these questions are still open and unsettled, it is obvious that 
the republicans in the senate acted with the utmost wisdom

United States free from League entanglements.

cent boy—the youngster of 12 or 13.

"Teaching Health to Older Children.' 


"Of all human creatures the most 


difficult for the average woman to un- 
derstand," she said, "is the pre-adoles- 
cent male hence he is the most difficult 
to appeal to successfully. The boy of 
12 is the most male creature, psycho- 
logically, in the world. 
The woman 


teacher might as well be non-existent. 
He merely tolerates his mother and 
his sister as an irritating foreign body. 
The wise woman will combine with 
other wise women and see to it that 
there are available good men in pub- 
lic places.

AMERICANS OCCUPY 


CORFU PALACE OF 


FORMER KAISER 


Corfu, 
October.—From a 
prim- 


itive hut to Kaiser's palace is the 
fairy story .reality of 500 Armenian 
boys, now enjoying the luxuries of the 
palatial mansion ol the former German 
emperor, situated alon^ 
the 
coast 


about five miles from here. The boys 
are all un'der American care, being the 
wards .of the Near East Relief and Gi- 
rected by H. R. Murphy, of Lawrence- 
ville, Mass. 


The luxuriant gardens, filled 
with 


tropical growths and dotted with stat- 
ues, give the boys a chance to enjoy 
an imperial'walk. They do not main- 
tain a dignity'such as an emperor is 
supposed to maintain, but enjoy them- 
selves just the same. Their walking 
consists mainly in romping and play- 
ins. Great affairs of state do not seem 
to bother them. All seem to be happy. 


"Ah," said one of them to the As- 


sociated Press corespondent, "we are 
nil happier than the emperor him- 
self." 


The villa was constructed first for 


the late Empress Elizabeth of Aus- 
tria. It is ponderous in its style with 
lavish decoration everywhere. There is 
a striking statue in the center of the 
garden called, "The Dying Achilles." 
It is the best piece of original sculp- 
ture in the garden. There is a bronze 
statue of colossal proportions in the 
very front o£ the garden overlooking 
the sea. It also is Achilles and is sup- 
posed to represent the former Kaiser. 


The Greek government has tried to 


take over the property but as it is the 
private property of the former German 
emperor, they cannot procted 
with 


their purpose. During- the recent Ital- 
ian occupation of the island, it was a 
favorite resort of the Italian officers, 
who would go there as for a day in 
the country.
